The 24-year old mother, whose 


sentence was reduced to five years 
by an appeal court and then vacat- 
ed by Gen. Lucius D. Clay last 
Friday, sharply criticized the mil- 
itary criminal investigation divis- 
ion in Germany after her arrival 
at Westover air force base. 


'I want to say.the army treat- 


ed me perfectly, but i also want 
to say the criminal Investigation 
division was pretty rough and lied 
from 
the 
beginning," she 
told 


newsmen. 
Gen. Clay, U. S. military govern- 


or In Germany, set aside the wo- 
man's sentence, because of "ex- 
tenuating 
circumstances." 


After a conference with news- 
men, Mrs. Ybarbo was brought to 
the New Bedford home of her 
mother, Mrs. Eunice Bailey, 54, 
for a reunion with her son. 
The boy who last saw his moth- 
er Jan. 26 at the army dispensary 
in Germany where she served 107 
days of her sentence, greeted her 
with:

Gerhard Eisler's 
Conviction Held 
Valid By Court 


WASHINGTON, April 18.-VP)— 


The U. S, court of appeals today 
upheld the conviction of Gerhard 
Eislor, 
German-born 
Communist, 


on passport fraud charges. 
Eisler, described as "America's 


No. 1 Communist" by the house 
committee on un-American activi- 
ties, was convicted in federal dis- 
trict court Aug. 15, 1947. Ho was 
sentenced to serve one to three 
years. 
By a 2 to 1 vote the appeals' 


court turned'down Elsler's conten- 
tion that the district court lacked 
jurisdiction because he filled out 
the application for an exit visa In 
New York and merely mailed it to 
the state department. 
The passport fraud case was the 
second conviction for the squat-be- 
spectacled German-born Commun- 
ist. In June, 1947, he was convict- 
ed of contempt of congress for re- 
fusing to be sworn for'testimony 
before the house committee. 
The appeals court also sustained 


his conviction and sentence of a 
year In Jail and $1,000 fine In that 
case. An appeal was taken to the 
supreme court, which held oral ar-

It was the first proposed consti- 


tutional amendment of the session 
to gain passage in the senate'. 
Approval was 23-7. 
By Senator Fred Harris of Dallas, 


the measure would provide that 
women could be neither 'disquali- 
fied nor excused from Jury service 
because of their sex. The measure 
would have to be adopted at a 
popular election before it would 
become, effective. 


Debated long and loudly in pre- 
vious sessions, the measure moved 
quickly to final senate passage to- 
day with little discussion. 


One amendment by Carlos Ash- 


ley of Llano which wrote into the 
measure its provision that 
sex 


would not constitute an 
excuse 


from Jury service was adopted by 
voice vote.

land. 


Among the marchers were many 


members of tne old IRA—the Ir- 
ish Republican army—survlvbrg of 
that handful of desperate men .who 
struck against the British on Eas- 
ter Monday 88 years ago. 


Ambassadors and ministers of 
the world's nations stood on a 
ijreen and white reviewing stand 
to .watch the parade. marking the 
formal ahang*lor Ireland from • 


British dominion to the "sover- 
Ign/and Independent nation" it do- 
clawed itself to be In 1916. 
Conspicuously absent was Ea- 


mon De Valera, whom most Irish- 
men call the leader statesman of 
the republic, The former premier, 
veteran of the Easter Monday up- 
rising and an indefatigable fighter 
for Independence, now leads a mi- 
nority political group. He and his 
followers refused to take part in 
today's celebration. They claimed 
no celebration should be held un- 
til' all of Ireland is in the republic.

The story reaches back td De- 


cember 1944 when desperate Ger- 
mans were making; their last fran- 
tic drive to stave off defeat In the 
"Battle of the Bulge." 


One German group now known 


an "Task Force Pelper," because 
ot its commander. Colonel Joachim 
Felper, surrounded a group of Un- 
ited States soldiers who surrender- 
ed their arms. 


This prisoner group then was 


lined up In the snow at a cross- 
roads near Malmedy and literally 
mowed down with machine guns. 
Germans 'then walked among the 
dead and wounded to shoot again 
any appearing alive. 


Army officials jay that eventu- 


ally confessions were obtained and 
more than 70 responsible leaders 
convicted some two years later. 


An unsuccessful appeal for the 


convicted Germans was carried to 
the United States supreme court 
charging that army Investigating 
and prosecuting teams had used 
beatings, threats and other Improp 
er methods to obtain the confes 
eions. 


There was so much discussion 
and protest that Secretary Royall 
tent an Investigating commission 
nverseas, headed by Justice Gor- 
don Simpson of the Texas Supreme 
Court and Judge E. Leroy Van 
Roden of Media, Ja. Their find- 
ings and methods also are subject 
to controversy. 
General Lucius M. Clay, Amer- 


ican commander In Germany, fin 
ally ordered a separate Investiga- 
tion of the Malmedy trials and 
later commuted to life terms six 
of the 12 Germans who faced death 
sentences. 


Royall told the senators It Is an 
'•undisputed fact" that at Malmedy 
American soldiers, and also Innoc- 
ent civilians, "were slaughteher )n 
cold blood in total violation of all 
the acecpted rules of civilized war- 
tare. 


"These atrocious crimes ought to 


be punished by death," he added. 


But Royall said the defendants 


claimed their confessions of guilt 
In the killings were obtained by 
threats and force "In disregard of 
established rules of American jus- 
tice." 


Whateever decision he 
makes, 
Royal! said, will not meet with 
"universal approval." 


Senator McCarthy (R-WU) told 


Royall the army ought to be cer- 
tain that It had clean hands in 
convinctlng the Germans. He re- 
marked: 


"We have been accusing the Rus- 


Eians of using violence, mock trials 
and force to create the right kind 
of psychological effect to get con- 
fessions." 


McCarthy went on to say that a 


report of an Investigation signed 
by Col. J. L. Harbaugh, Jr., of the 
judge advocate generlal's depart- 
ment said there were Indications 
that mock trials, physical 
force.
